$248,201 More in 
Budget for 1960 


Would Mean $123,908 Tax Hike, 
If Unchanged by City Council

A record school budget 


$2,896,211 — an increase. 
$248,201 over the 1959 budget 
— was adopted by the board 
of education Monday night 
for presentation to the city 
council. 


If the budget is adopted un- 


changed, it would mean a 
property tax levy increase of 
$123,908 to-a total of $2,330,920 
for schools. If no increases 
for other city departments 
are 
approved by the city 


council (which seems unlike- 
ly), the city tax rate could 
remain about the same for 
1960 as for 1959. The city can 
raise $124,500 more this year 
than last without increasing 
the 
rate 
because 
of 
a 


$3,000,000 increase in assess- 
ment. 


The present school budget, 


based on the 1959 assessment, 


would mean an estimated tax 
rate of $20.15 per $1,000 val- 
uation. Actually, this total 
will be somewhat less, 
be- 


cause two districts in 
the 


town of Grand Chute have 
been annexed to Appleton for 
school purposes and pay a 
proportionate share of the 
school tax. In 1959, Grand 
Chute paid $17,106.12 to Ap- 
pleton for school purposes. 
Last 'year, the city tax rate 
for schools was approximate- 
ly $19.57 per $1,000, not in- 
cluding the town of Grand 
Chute districts.

old home town today with a nostalgic look at the past and a 
warning for the potentially explosive world of the future. 


"The world must learn to work together," Eisenhower 


•aid, "or finally it will not work at all." 


This was a sort of pre-birthday party for the president. He 


will be 69 tomorrow. 


Today he came back to Abilene, the town in which he grew 


up, to take part in ground breaking ceremonies for the Eisen- 
hower presidential library. 


This will be the final resting 


place for Eisenhower's mili- 
tary and presidential papers. 


Refers to Early Life 


The president began with a 


look at the early life and times 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


'We did not then know the 


term 'world tensions,'" he 
said. "Life was peaceful, se- 
rene, happy!" 


Today, th'e president said, 


the entire world is showing 
tremendous growth. 


"Burdensome surpluses — 


even those of wheat—will dis- 
appear," the president told an 
audience very conscious of 
wheat surpluses. 


"Indeed the world may then 


be threatened with very real 
deficits—in food, energy, min- 
erals. 
Enlarged 
demand 


throughout the world will 
have to be met by new meth- 
ods, and .more effective use 
of resources everywhere." 


And when would this prob- 


lem come? 


"Within 
the 
lifetime of 


many of you here the global 
population will reach five bil- 
lion," Eisenhower said. "You 
must now help determine how 
such a vast humanity may, 
in freedom, achieve stupen- 
dous increases in economic 
output, and increase the sum 
of human happiness on this 
earth. 


Ike Is Optimistic 


"The task ahead is not for 


the faint-hearted." 


Eisenhower was optimistic, 


even while he was adding up 
the problems the world must 
face. 


'You 
of faith know that 


man's constructive desire to 
create and build can triumph 
over any compulsion to de- 
stroy," he said.

ber, in addition to the 500,000 
striking Steelworkers. 


He said that "the rate of lay- 


offs due to the steel strike, 
formerly 10,000 a week, now 
has stepped up to 25,000 a 
week and may jump to'50,000 
soon. 


Wolfbein told a news confer- 


ence that the wage loss to 
steel strikers and others laid 
off because of the steel strike 
has mounted to $863 million 
through the first week of Octo- 
ber. He said the hardest hit 
states in order, are Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Indiana. 


The decline in both employ- 


ment and unemployment in 
September, although season- 
ally expected because of the 
return of students to school 
from the labor market, was 
accentuated by the steel strike 
effects.

Weighing 91% pounds, the 
satellite's main goal is to 
study cosmic r a d i a t i o n , 
knowledge of which is a key 
to space travel by man.

cause Democrats have bee 
out of power so completely 
and so long. Their electio; 
sweep last November abrupt 
ly ended 20 years of almos 
unchallenged Republican con 
trol, leaving that party with a 
majority in the senate, and 
Sec. of State Robert Zimmer 
man as its only state-level of 
ficeholder. 


Nelson's attempt to replace 


even more Republicans was 
foiled in one of his major 
legislative defeats. 


This,.his proposal to abolish 


the 6-member conservation 
commission and reorganize-i' 
with new appointees, led, cri 
tics to accuse him of trying 
to pack the commission with 
Democrats. ^ Nelson u n d e r 
present law^can replace only 
Leonard Seyberth and A. W 
Schorger, whose terms ex- 
pired July 27. 


The court ruling—upholding 


mandatory retirement at 65 
for officials holding member- 
ship in the state retirement 
system—permits the governor 
to make an extra appointmen' 
to the highway and industria 
commissions.

GOP Appointee 


Harold Plummer, 65, is the 


other GOP appointee cut off 
by the retirement ruling. He 
is continuing as highway com- 
mission chairman on a month- 
to-month basis, pending nam- 
ing of a successor. His term 
would have ended in 1961. 


Nelson earlier had named 


Harvey Grasse of Ellison Bay 
to the highway commission to 
replace Charles W. Ahner, for- 
mer GOP assemblyman. G. H. 
Bakke is the third member. 


The Jan. 12 resignation of 


Edmund J: Krawczyk, a Re- 
publican appointee on the pub- 
lic service commission, clear- 
ed the way for Nelson's nam- 
ing two men to that 3-member 
body. 


Nelson had an unusual op- 


portunity to make four top 
department - level appoint- 
ments due to the expiration 
of terms of the directors of

ments. Former Gov. Vernon 
Thomson, in contrast, did not 
have the opportunity to name 
even one department director 
on this level.

Rep. O'Konski is not known for his 


careful statements but he has been right 
on many occasions. In this instance the 
horrible mess at Racine makes it easy for 
the public to believe that an organization 
that could get itself into that disastrous 
mixup could certainly be involved in many 
others. Therefore, we think that congress 
should make a thorough investigaion of the 
Bong fiasco with a view to ending any such 
serious mistakes in the future. 


Congress has long refused to give the 


president the authority to veto specific 
items in appropriation and authorization 
bills while approving the rest of the meas- 
ure. Even so it must be apparent that in 
the present fight against inflation the item 
veto is one of the important tools the presi- 
dent should have. 


This power has been granted to gover- 


nors by many states including Wisconsin. 
In Wisconsin, the governor may select 
items in appropriation bills to veto while 
approving the rest of the legislation. The 
items vetoed are returned to the legisla- 
ture and may be passed over the'veto the 
same as any other vetoed bill. It must be 
apparent that President Eisenhower's long 
list of successful vetoes would have been 
unnecessary if he had been granted the 
power to select for veto the specific 
items which he opposed. The congress might 
have attempted to reenact the vetoed item v 
but the chances are there would have been 


Cigaret Sales are Up 


A certain group of people, including 


some. politicians, profess to believe they 
are interested in "getting their names in 
the paper" with the name correctly spelled 
but they have little 'interest in whether or 
not information printed about them is 
favorable. We don't know if the cigaret in- 
dustry subscribes to this theory but the re- 
cent report of the agriculture department 
indicates the industry has stood up well in 
the face of adverse publicity. 
' 


For several years people have been 


warned by some members of the medical. 
profession that cigaret smoking may bring 
on lung cancer. When this claim first was 
made there was a slump in cigaret sales 
but very shortly the industry showed a' 
complete recovery and now apparently is 
on the way to greater gains. 


The agriculture department recently re- 


ported that Americans will smoke 465,900,- 
000,000 cigarets this year costing about 
$6.000,000,000. That is a $500,000.000 
increase over 1958. In addition, 19 billion 
cigarets were or will be exported this year. 


Looking ahead, the agricultural experts 


say that cigaret production will jump an- 
other 18 per cent by 1965 and will shoot 
up 53 per cent over present levels by 1975. 


.The recent linking of the cigarets to 


no attempt to do so in many cases. Thus 
congress would have saved itself a great 
deal of time and trouble. 


However, when it comes to spending no 


trouble is too great for congress to con- 
sider. A spending bill which includes some- 
thing for practically every congressional 
district in the nation is bound to have 
more support than an item or two relating 
to one or two districts. Congress knows this 
well and of course it insists upon the veto 
of the entire legislation if the president 
disapproves it, knowing of course that there 
will be more congressional support for the 
bill than for one or two of its provisions. 


Nevertheless the item veto is the cor- 


rect way to handle appropriations if "we 


--are to get the best results for the people 


rather than for individual congressmen. 
It is said that the people of this country can 
get any legislation they really want. This is 
one they% really need and should want and 
they should do what they can to get it. 


lung cancer is not the first attack that has 
been made against the cigarets. As long as 
50 years ago, the cigaret often was called 
the coffin nail. Opponents of the smoking 
habit referred to the smoking of a cigaret 
as driving another nail in the smoker's 
coffin. At that time all of the public schools 
taught physiology and emphasized the use 
of tobacco in any'form as'unhealthful but 
were more vigorous in "their denunciation 


fof the cigaret than of the pipe or the cigar.

The fact is that the cigaret industry, 


through the Tobacco Institute, Inc., has 
conducted a terrific campaign intended 
to neutralize the medical ?ssertions made 


' against the cigaret. Nevertheless the ap- 


parent gain in the sales of cigarets is an 
astounding thing. It is estimated that about 
58 million persons in the" United States and 
in the armed forces overseas now smoke 
cigarets. This includes 58 per cent of all 
men and 36 per cent of women over the 
age of, 15. In face of the adverse publicity 
it must be apparent that the cigaret has a 
terrific appeal to a great many people and 
it.is quite obvious that the department of 
agriculture expects that people in the fu- 
ture will be little different from those of 
the present or past generation. 


One of Khrushchev's Boasts 


Reports that Nikita S. Khrushchev 


boasted during his visit to America that 
Russians had broken a secret American 
code and were using it to get money from 
this country will stimulate the imagination 
ojf a great many Americans. 


First of all there will be wonder as to 


whether Khrushchev ever made such a 
statement. Our U. N. ambassador, Henry 
Cabot Lodge, apparently confirmed the 
statement when he refused to comment 
upon it although acknowledging that he was 
present when it was made. Next there will' 
be wonder as to whether the Russians ac- 
tually secured money from the United 
States by such means. If they did, how 
much was it and what are we going to do 
about it? 


Whatever the answer to those ques- 


tions it appears that the question of much 


greater importance is how much is Khrush- 
chev given to foolish boasting and what use 
can that quirk of his character be to us? 


It seems that such a statement by 


Khrushchev was a piece of smart aleck 
acting, And if that is true it indicates that 
he is vulnerable to a certain type of flat- 
tery. It is quite obvious that nothing useful 
could come of such a boast and that its 
only use would be to make Khrushchev 
feel like a Mr. Big. It appears now that 
Khrushchev scanned every avenue in 
search of indications that Russia is ahead 
of the United States. He boasted of them 
all and probably added a few that are of 
doubtful validity. Thus no matter how far 
ahead Russia appears to be in some under- 
takings it is very probable that we know 
about most of them through the Khrush- 
chev visit. That alone may make it worth, 
while.

The man who has just con- 


ducted the decisive talks 
with Eisenhower is no senti- 
mentalist, but a cold calcu- 
lator whom only facts im- 
press. He is a man who 
looks at tilings from the 
standpoint of a clear world 
concept. That is, from his 
Communist ideology, and lie 
pursues his course gui'ded by 
ideology. It is precisely this 
fact, that the East has a 
clear ideology while the 
West wavers between hopes 
and wishes, that make our 
present situation so danger- 
ous. 


A few days ago I was in 


Switzerland. Moral Rearma- 
ment is holding there a Sum- 
mit 
Strategy 
Conference 


parallel to the one at Mack- 
inac Island, Michigan. Since 
the beginning of July over 
4,500 people from 57 coun- 
tries from all races, con- 
tinents and professions have 
attended to find an answer 
to the pressing problems of 
our time. The Chief of Staff 
of the French Air Force has 
just been there. Dr. Ade- 
nauer sent the German Min- 
ister of Refugees, Oberlaen- 
der, as his representative. 


Khrushchev put it this 


way in 1957. "The cause of 
international tensions." he 
said, "is like a cabbage 
head. If you tear off the 
leaves one- after the other, 
you come finally 
to the 


heart. And the heart of these 
things is the relationship be- 
tween the Soviet Union and 
the United States." 


In Caux I heard something 


from the Japanese Senator 
Kato, who has been moving 
through Europe and Ameri- 
ca. 


She took up this picture of 


the cabbage head. She said 
that by co-existence Moscow 
meant the co-existence be- 
tween a cabbage head and a 
rabbit. The rabbit knows 
very well what he is going 
^o do with the cabbage head. 
But the cabbage 
doesn't 


know what on earth he can 
do wtih the rabbit except be 
eaten by him. 


An English general who 


directs atomic weapons de- 
velopment for the air force, 
said al Caux: "The wars of 
the past were conducted on 


the military, economic and 
political fronts. But in the 
war we are in, the decisive 
factor on all three fronts is 
the ideological contest. With- 
out ideology we will be beat- 
en on- each of the three 
fronts." 


Does the West have an 


ideology as the East un- 
doubtedly has? Is this ideol- 
ogy equal to, if not superior 
to, that of the East? Macmil- 
lan, the British Prime Minis- 
ter, wants to win the elec- 
tion. But Khrushchev wants 
to win the world. Reduced 
to a simple formula that is 
the present political situa- 
tion. 


Do we see it so clearly? 


Unfortunately not. One eve- 
ning at Caux a labor mem- 
ber of the British House of 
Commons said that the only 
European 
statesman who 


sees tilings with ideological 
clarity is Dr. Adenauer. He 
said people would under- 
stand how hard it was for 
him to say that. He did not 


say it to praise Adenauer or 
the 
Christian Democratic 


Party. He said it because of 
his deep concern that Euro- 
pean political leaders do not 
seem to realize how danger- 
ous the situation is.

Federal Minister Ober- 


laender of Germany speak- 
ing there in Caux said, 
"What would it mean if hi 
every Cabinet of the Free 
World there sat men who see 
quite clearly ideologically, 
and what would it mean if 
all these ideologically clear 
political leaders 
were to 


work together as well as the 
Communists do?" His words 
went to the heart of the mat- 
ter when he said, "How 
much stronger Eisenhower 
would 
be 
in negotiating 


about Berlin, about the re- 
unification of Germany and 
Europe, if the leadership of 
the Free World was ideolog- 
ically united and firm." 


And there we are face-to- 


face with the decisive point 
at Camp David.

Minor 
changes in. present facilities 
plus addition of others" will 
make the plant one of the 
more up-to-date and give the 
village complete treatment, 
according to the engineer. 


Surface aerators will be re- 


placed by aerators into which 
diffused air is forced to help 
carry out oxidation. The pres- 
ent digester and final tanks 
will be used but a grit cham- 
ber will be installed together 
with a heat exchanger and 
gas lifter. 


Increase Capacity 


The addition of these will 


increase the present capacity 
of the digester, according -to 
the engineer. Much of the 
present machinery will have 
to be replaced as normaLwear 
and deterioration from sew- 
age gases has made much of 
the equipment of little value. 
Little change is planned in the 
present method of 
sewage 


treatment but the addition of 
more modern facilities will in- 
crease the effectiveness of the 
treatment. 


The village has received no- 


tice a government grant of 
$32,172 to aid in construction 
cost and the engineer esti- 
mated cost at $107,936 includ- 
ing engineering fees and con- 
tingencies over and above the 
normal contract. 


Exact cost will not be as- 


certained until a comprehen- 
sive set of plans are drawn 
and the contract for work let 
out tnrbids. Present plans are 
approved by the state board 
of health but complete plans 
must be resubmitted to the 
state board, approved, and 
then the federal government 
will authorize the community 
to advertise for bids.

er the remodeling could be 
carried out without ceasing 
operation at the present plant 
and were informed about 90 
per cent of the work could be 
carried out while still keeping 
the present plant operating.

I realize that I, and others, 


have spent considerable time 
and effort pointing to ear 
trouble as the frequent cause 
of dizziness and vertigo (that 
is, loss of equilibrium.) 


Now let's go a step farther 


and remind ourselves that all 
dizziness does not automati- 
cally become the result of ear 
infection. 


Our sense of balance basi- 


cally depends on muscle co- 
ordination, on vision, and on 
the semi-circular canals of 
the inner ear and the brain, 
especially the cerebellum. All 
have a part in balance, not 
just one. 


Other Causes 


Some toxic substance, some 


poison, that is, can throw 
one's sense of balance out of 
whack. Alcohol and .tobacco 
are two very common causes 
of this. Why does a drunken 
man stagger? Why do smok- 
ers, at times, experience gid- 
diness? 


But muscular control, too, 


can make balance difficult. 
Weakness of certain sets of 
muscles (from a stroke, polio, 
injury) can throw one off bal- 
ance. When your foot "goes 
to sleep" and you rest your 
weight on it suddenly, you are 
thrown off balance. 


While a blind person learns 


to keep his balance from oth- 
er senses, the rest of us de- 
pend to a considerable extent

John Brown's Raid 
Abolitionists are Sentenced to 
Die After Their 'Fort' Is Taken

Harpers Ferry, W. Va. — tffl— The bizarre Harpers Ferry 


raid was nearly 34 hours old. John Brown and his exhausted 
band awaited fate inside their "fort." 


Of the 19 men who had marched on the federal arsenal in 


Harpers Ferry the night of Sunday, Oct. 16,1959, only Brown 
and four others remained unwounded at dawn Tuesday. The 
dramatic blow against slavery had brought no slave insur- 
rection, no support — only entrapment or death for Brown 
and his men. 


Brown declined. He 
de- 


manded that he and his band 
be permitted to retreat with 
their hostages.

Green then beat him to the 
ground with the sword hilt. 


The raid was 
over. Of 


Brown's 22 followers, 10 were 
killed, 7 escaped, and 5 were 
taken prisoner. Two fugitives, 
captured in southern Penn- 
sylvania within a week, were 
returned, tried and hanged 
like the other prisoners.

began to fashion another 
type of attack — something 
which some contemporary 
southerners had

Certainly there are parallels 


between what has happened in 
England 
and the

trend in this country. There 
are 
important 
implications 


that can be read into the fu- 
ture. 


The socialist Labor party in 


Britain is composed of two 
factions—just as is the Demo- 
cratic 
party 
in the United 


States. One faction in the 
British Labor party is con- 
servative, 
just 
as are the 


southern Democrats in Amer- 
ica. The other faction in the 
Labor party is radical, with a 
strong .labor-union backing, 
like the so-called "liberals" in 
the Democratic party in the 
north here. This lack of unity 
hurt the British Labor party 
with the independent voter. 


Content Voters 


The 
basic 
factors in the 


British election were the same 
as have been experienced in 
America and other elections. 
These are the factor of con- 
tentment 
on the economic 


side and the factor of peace 
in international relations. 


England has been recover- 


ing steadily 
from 
the war 


years and has managed to 
handle its budgetary affairs 
efficiently. Unemploym e n t 
had been kept down, and the 
price structure has-been held 
to a stable level. 


Under such circumstances, 


the "voters 
say, 
:'Why 


change?" ' The; British Con- 
servative 
leaders "offered" 


the 
voters 
good times and 


peace. 
They promised that 


these would continue to be 
their goals. Everyone realizes 
that peace is a two-sided af- 
fair, but fundamentally the 
party in power promises to do 
all it can to forward the 
cause of peace. 


Thus, Prime Minister Mac- 


millan's 
trip 
to 
see Mr. 


Khrushchev in Moscow, fol- 
lowed as it was by the Soviet 
premier's visit to the- United 
States, put the Conservative 
party in Britain in the position 
of striving earnestly to find 
some way out of the deadlock 
in world affairs. 


American Good Will 


The fact that Prime Minis- 


ter Macmillan is so friendly 
with President Eisenhower 
and has been able to restore 
the good relations between 
America 
and Britain which 


prevailed 
before 
the Suez 


'tragedy helped the Conserva- 
tives to gain the confidence of 
the British people and to win 
votes. 


Broadly speaking, the elec- 


tion was a triumph for sound 
fiscal policies and conserva- 
tive programs in the British 
government. 


Unemployment loses elec- 


tions for the party in power. 
The recent recession lost con- 


gress for the Republicans in 
1958, but there have been ev- 
idences in the last few months 
that "peace and prosperity" is 
improving Republican chanc- 
es for 1960. Politics is the 
same the world over in dem- 
ocracies. The issues revolve 
around the well-being of, the 
people—their domestic prob- 
lems and apprehensions of the 
international side. 


Third Party 


The British Labor party 


made several mistakes in the 
last campaign. It promised 
certain benefits to the popu- 
lace on the social side, but it 
also showed a tendency to 
tamper with the tax and busi- 
ness structure in a way that 
created fears of irresponsible 
government. The British elec- 
torate is fundamentally con- 
servative. It wants liberal 
programs but not at the_ ex- 
pense of a demoralized eco- 
nomic system.

that organization, and a third! 
party, the Liberal party, has 
begun to draw the "conserva- 
tive liberals" away from the

cialist Labor party. 


Conservatism's victory in 


Britain may be the forejrunner 
of a conservative victory in 
the United States. Te Repub-1 
lican party is veering away! 
from the "radical liberal"! 
doctrines and is making a bid 
for the "conservative liber- 
als" who have previously been 
attracted by the Democratic 
party but who are being alien- 
ated by the unsound fiscal pol- 
icies of the northern radicals. 


In Britain many a house- 


wife 
whose husband is a 


trade unionist went to the 
polls to vote against the La- 
bor party, and the same thing 
is likely to happen in America 
unless labor-union

stop belittling the exposures of 
the McClellan committee and, 
instead of urging repeal, do 
something to carry out the 
spirit and purposes of the lat- 
est labor-reform law.

raising premiums.

For many years/ the people in this area have been working hard to get 
air service which finally was inaugurated on July 1 of this year. We are 
all elated that a good start has been made. 
However, some really 
big 


problems are ahead if the Fox Cities are to get expanded service and if we 
are to have the air travel facilities which the great Fox River Valley area 
so much needs and deserves. Air transportation is one of the main life 
lines to progress in a modern era. 
It is absolutely essential to our grow- 


ing communities. 


What are the immediate problems facing us? How important are they? 
One plan after another is being proposed either for a new airport or for 
the expansion of the existing one. 
The present facilities are limited to 


DC-3 commercial landings. 
Neighboring airports have gone way ahead 


in providing adequate facilities to handle the larger, more powerful Con- 
vair airliners. 
And since most major airlines now have prop-jets and pure 


jets, most munipical airports have or are providing for adequate landing 
fields. 
This kind of development is absolutely necessary for important 


metropolitan areas of the Fox River Valley. 


FOX CITIES WILL BE NO. 2 STATE INDUSTRIAL AREA 


The Fox Cities industrial and population growth will soon make us the 
number 2 industrial area in the state. So we need to think in these terms. 
The best kind of air passenger and freight service can be provided by only 
the most modern of aircraft and the kind of airport facilities that are in 
keeping with the importance of this area. Our future growth" development 
and progress depends, to such a large extent, on the kind of a job we do 
from here on out in the matter of aiport planning. By 1970, our popula- 
tion in a 9-mile radius will be 175,000. Today, we know that air transpor- 
tation directly or indirectly affects the agriculture of our communities, too. 
With our population rapidly on the increase, healthly and expanding indus- 
tries are needed to insure the job futures of the potential employes who 
will be added to the area's work force .each year. Growing .industries need 
modern air service. This same air service can be an excellent added attrac- 
tion to industries who.wjsh to relocate in the Fox Cities area. " '

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The gains we have achieved in securing air service are threatened by an 
airport which is inadequate in so many respects. On the very first day of 
scheduled service on July .1, our city and county officials had to land at 
Clintonville because of an overcast here. Since then, Appleton has missed 
many landings with a very substantial loss in passengers and considerable 
inconvenience, to them. The problems of our present port were recognized 
many months ago and. steps were taken to get competent answers to such 
questions as location, size, and especially a long-range master plan to 
blueprint a program to meet our needs for at least 15 years in the future. 
A group of citizens in the Fox River Valley held public meetings, to which 
it invited top-line airport people to analyze the problem and to give their 
advice. Mr. William Knoepfle, FAA District Engineer of St. Paul, spoke 
at the first meeting. Although he indicated that the present airport was 
adequate for DC-3 service now, he referred to the new Convair require- 
ments and rapid changes taking place in air transportation. He advised 
that for our best long-range interests, we should engage a private airport 
planning consultant. 
The citizens group also invited two nationally recognized airport planning 
consultants to Appleton to hear of their services. They were Leigh Fisher 
of Leigh Fisher and Associates and Charles Landrum of Landrum and 
Brown. The group unanimously endorsed the engagement of Mr. Fisher. 
The Board of Director's of the Appleton Chamber of Commerce also ap- 
proved of a private study of our airport needs after meeting with and 
listening to Mr. Fisher. 


MANY GROUPS BACK AREA SURVEY 


North Central Airlines, has for years, suggested that we engage a consul- 
tant to plan wisely for our immediate and long-range needs in view of the 
large sums of money to be spent. Just recently, several officials of North 
Central have advised that an outside expert be brought in to counsel us 
on airport matters. At the citizen group meetings, it was voted overwhelm- 
ingly to recommend engaging a private airport consultant to study the long- 
range needs of the immediate area. The Board of Directors of the Appleton 
Chamber of Commerce, after much deliberation, also endorsed the move. 
The Appleton City Council adopted a resolution unanimously favoring such 
a study. All of these groups believe that when substantial sums are invest- 
ed in a project of such great importance — and on which there can be 
such divergence of opinion — that it's a wise investment to spend $10,000 
before spending $1,000,000. 
We believe a.consultant should be engaged to merge the thinking of the

No civic or government project is more complex, nor are more agencies 
and groups involved. .We need someone who knows air travel and airport 
planning problems, who can talk to all groups and get them behind one 
united program. It takes a real expert to bring all of the agencies and 
groups together. And, there are many, like the County and Municipal 
governments in the area, the.Federal Aeronautics Administration, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, the State Aeronautics commission, County Board 
committees, other public and private groups.

We will never be 'at rest with ourselves if -we 
accept a second rate airport plan. Once the move 'is made, it. will be difficult 
to 


retrench and relocate except at a staggering financial cost. We need to think of 
the future in a positive, dynamic way. It's going to take special, all-out effort on 
the part of all of us to endorse the kind of a program that we can all get behind. 


MANY MONTHS FOR PLANNING LOST 


We've already lost several valuable months during which an expert survey 
could have been nearly completed . . . but there's still time. We certainly 
ought to ^have the survey now before any further financial committments 
or agreements are made which would tie our hands in respect to the future. 
Let us not go ahead on the present divided basis with our city government, 
private and public groups asking for a private consultant study on the one 
hand and another group pressuring us to accept that which the State Aero- 
nautics commission wants us to take. 


Remember, too, that airport planning and construction takes time, yet 
much more delay will only put off the time when we can receive 1st class 
air service. 


POST-CRESCENT EDITORIAL SUMS UP PROBLEM 


The Appleton Post-Crescent summed up the problem well when it stated edi- 
torially. "To pour more of the taxpayers money into the present airport or to go 
out on our own and pick a new site without really knowing whether we need a 
new site or where it should be just doesn't make sense. The Fox Cities airport 
problem is a complex one; too complex for any layman to adequately analyze. -It 
involves questions regarding economics, land costs, flight patterns, air and ground 
safety, federal and state laws and regulations, competition from nearby airports, 
future aircraft development, acreage and landing facilities, requirements and many 
other factors too numerous to list here. There are firms available whose sole busi- 
ness it is to gather all the facts, analyze them and come up with recommended 
solutions. Let's put these people to work for us."
